The commonest engine noises are 
v alv e clicks and slaps, both of which 
may be detected 
by the rhy thmical 
regularity of their occurrence. 
The 
reason for noisy v alv e operation is too 
great a clearance between the v alv e 
and Its seat. 
In the case of ov erhead j 
v alv es, too great a clearance between 
the lifter and the push rod will canse 
this trouble. 
The remedy is obv iously 
the reduction of the clearance to the 
correct distance and 
this should be 
done while the engine is heated, in 
which condition the v ulv es necessarily 
operate. 
Occasionally noise in the v alv e mech­ 
anism is caused by the lifter being 
Loose In its guide. 
To 
locate 
this 
trouble the entire lifter assembly will 
hav e to be remov ed. 
A worn lifter 
will hav e to he replaced, though In 
some cases the guides may be sprung 
slightly , so that they will grip the lifter 
more tightly , and this eliminates the 
trouble. 
Repl 
ace W orn Cams. 
Another possible location of noise Is 
at the cam, between whfch and the fol­ 
lower there may be too much clear­ 
ance. 
Replacing the worn parts will 
usually eliminate the trouble. 
Worn 
v alv e stems or guides may also cause 
noise and the remov al of the v alv e 
springs will enable one to locate noise 
at this point. 
There should be no side 
play of the stem In its guide and if this 
condition is found to ex ist bushings 
should be fix ed in the guide or a new 
v alv e with an ov ersize stem should be 
Installed. 
While the v nlv e sy stem is the com­ 
monest point of noise troubles in an 
engine. 
It 
is

location 
where this trouble may arise. 
The 
bearings in an engine are of such con­ 
struction as to require copious lubri­ 
cation, or they will burn and flatten 
out, with a knock as the result. 
The 
ordinary remedy Is to take up the bear- 
, ings by remov ing the shims between 
the two halv es or trim the metal from 
the remov able part of the hearing. 
In 
doing this, care must be taken to see 
that the bearing touches the shaft all 
around without being too tight.

In making v alv e clearance adjust­ 
ments, driv ers are of^en deceiv ed into 
thinking that they hav e set the clear­ 
ances at the minimum by reason of the 
tappet head hav ing a central “ crater, 
which has been formed by the con­ 
stant hammering contact between the 
tappet and the v alv e stem. 
It is desirable that a tappet head in 
this condition should hav e this crater 
remov ed by filing or grinding away j 
the surrounding surface, 
lh is treat­ 
ment is adv isable not only to enable , 
clearances to be gauged correctly , but 
also

case of a well-worn engine of which • 
the v alv e guides hav e become ov al. | 
- the v alv e may occasionally be held 
off its seat when it has lengthened 
owing to high 
engine temperatures, 
because it may then be held up through 
resting on the unworn surface of the ;

loss of compression occurring may not I 
be noticed by a falling off of engine 
power, but the failure of a v alv e to 
reach its seat firmly will certainly re- 
i suit In the grinding-in process becom- 
l ing necessary earlier and more lie 
quently than should be the case.

Hint* Worth RememberfnU 
in C trc of Motorcar» 


The Idea that a motorist is J ustified 
in neglecting the appearance of the 
car, prov ided he spends his spare mo­ 
ments keeping it in good mechanical 
condition, is ex ploded by the fact that 
keeping the car internally right Is al­ 
way s a result of keeping it ex ternally 
fit. 
Any driv er who polishes a hood 
Is bound to s°e more mechanical thing» 
to be done than the man who thinks 
he can work without first remov ing 
the dirt. 
The best-cared-for cars, me­ 
chanically . are those that look it ex 
ternally . 
The flickering of the oil pressmre 
gauge when descending a steep hill Is 
simply due to oil In the crankcase flow­ 
ing away from the oil pump in cases 
where It is located at the rear of the 
engine. 
There is no particular danger 
If the pressure is affected In this way . 
since the engine Is usually not under 
its own power in descending such hill» 
and, therefore, does not need a con­ 
stant high pressure of oil to Its bear- 
ings. 
Are all y our cy linders firing pijuper- 
ly ? 
If not, y ou are wasting gasoline 
and filling the dead cy linder with oil 
which will carbonize when y ou get it 
firing again. 
Giv e the engine a little 
more gas while idling and open the pet 
cocks to look for flame. 
If no flame 
spurts out the cy linder is dead. 
If y ou hav e no compression cocks 
learn how to use a screw driv er to 
short-circuit the spark plugs. 
If the 
engine slows down it is a liv e cy linder. 
If it does not affect the running of the 
engine It is a dead cy linder. 
A careful Inspection should frequent­ 
ly be made of bolts that are constantly 
subjected to v ibration and heav y rack­ 
ing stresses. 
The Important bolts ore 
those which support the clutch, the 
transmission and the forward end of 
the driv e shaft. 
It is especially neces­ 
sary , In the case of a new car, after 
it has been a thousand miles, to go 
ov er these bolts and insure their tight­ 
ness. 
Driv ing cars one-handed Is a custom 
which deserv es'’the sev erest condem­ 
nation, since Its elimination, accord­ 
ing to the traffic officials, would help 
reduce considerably the number of ac­ 
cidents placed to the debit of motor­ 
cars during the y ear. 
Now that the general use of autos 
weighing only 1,000 pounds is prophe­ 
sied, we assum e the motorcy cle cop 
of the future will halt the speeder by 
tripping up his car. 
Failure to remov e the accumulation 
of dirt under a fender may result In 
“ rusting through.” 
If a fender is not 
v ery strong, and if chipped-off bits of 
>namel on the outside are not prompt­ 
ly touched up with black enamel, the 
fender will shortly resemble a Swiss 
cheese.

About 1S07 Charles Latham Sholes be­

The serv ant neglected to call Bacon, 
think ing he would not care to he dis­ 
turbed for such a trifle, and thus the 
k Dowledge necessary to build the b ra­ 
zen wail was nev er acquired. 
This belief in the existence of a talk ­ 
ing brazen head was widely spread in 
the Middle ages.

For some ten days a fter the litter 
is born the sow requires a good deal 
of detailed attention. 
It is during this 
period that the pigs get their start in 
life and the care and feed given their 
mother determines to a large extent 
whether this start is good or bad. Once 
past the ten-day mark, however, the 
problem is pretty much one of feed­ 
ing the sow for maximum milk flow. 
After the ’’Her reaches this age there 
is little tiuiifeer of their getting more 
milk from their mother than is good 
for them. 
Th e Nu rsin g Pe rio d . 
This 
marks the beginning of the 
real nursing period and the ration of j 
the sow will stand a change at this 
time. 
The rather light, cooling mix­ 
ture used to start on is not strong 
enough to stimulate nor maintain the 
maximum milk 
flow 
which now be­ 
comes an important consideration. The 
feeding practice can also be altered to 
include a third feeding. 
It has been 
found that three feeds a day to a heav­ 
ily milking sow gives somewhat la t ­ 
ter results than where the feeding is 
done only morning and night. 
The 
instigation of the third feeding at this 
time may also simplify the question 
of the ration change. 
As already suggested, the sow now 
needs 
more 
heavy, 
milk-producing 
stuffs, and nothing fills this bill bet­ 
ter than ear corn. 
When the time 
comes to make the change in the ra­ 
tion it can he done very simply by 
giving the sow ear corn at noon. 
In 
other words, the regular slop feed giv­ 
en morning and night is not changed 
either in kind or amount, the increase 
and change being affected by using a 
noon feeding of ear corn. 
Six average 
ears of corn will add about two pounds 
of grain to the daily allowance and 
one lias but to watch the sow when 
this is fed to be convinced that she 
relishes it. 
Furthermore, corn is an 
excellent 
milk 
producer, 
carrying 
pound for pound more energy-produc­ 
ing products than any other common 
hog feed. 
It is not to he inferred that six ears 
of co.“i at .toon in additiorrto the six 
pourat.- of . eal fed in the regular slop j 
feeds will suffice throughout the nurs- j 
ing period. 
ThU is simply the first al- , 
lovvunce which in itself does increase j 
the feed some two pounds per day. 
A 1 
idg sow nursing a dozen husky pigs ; 
will need further increases as time j 
goes on. 
These needs will be indicated 
and governed by her appetite though 
ordinarily a total daily allowance of 
12 pounds of meal or its equivalent 
will he found sufficient for most in­ 
dividuals. 
These subsequent increases 
should 
be proportional 
in all 
three 
meals and the corn should not be al­ 
lowed at any time to constitute more 
than one-third of the daily feed. 
When Co rn Is No t Ava ila b le . 
For the man who has no ear corn 
the problem is a little different in prac­ 
tice though the same in principle. Such 
feeds as hominy 
(yellow preferred), 
barley or rye will answer the same 
! purpose as corn though not quite as 
efficiently. 
When these feeds are to 
be used they should be ground where 
necessary and added to the regular 
meal mixture in amounts up to one- 
third of the total mixture. 
The noon 
feeding under this plan will be a slop 
feed, the total day’s allowance being 
divided Into three equal feeds. 
In addition to the meal, don’t forget 
to keep fresh water before the sow at 
all times. 
This is quite Important for 
sows in milk. 
It Is well to make the 
slop rather thick and then provide the 
drinking water separately. 
A sow s 
thirst is variable from day to day, and 
it is next to Impossible to gauge bow 
much she will want. 
If her water is 
all included In the slop, there is a 
chance for too much or too little drink 


' being supplied on <i 
i 
Lastly, feed each sow separately. A 
; sow Should be fed to maintain as near- 
f ly as is possible her condition througli- 
i out her nursing period. 
No two sows 
will require the same amounts of feed 
to do this. Then again, when the y are 
fed in groups, there are hound to be 
some sows that will be kept away from 
the trough and will not get their prop 
er sh a re . A little time spent In fe e d­ 
ing and caring for the sow during this 
pe riod will he we ll re pa id later when 
the litter starts for market.

The commonest engine noises are 
valve clicks and slaps, both of which 
may be detected by the rhjthmieal 
regularity of their occurrence. 
The 
reason for noisy valve operation Is too 
great a clearance between the valve 
ami its seat. 
In the case of overhead 
valves, too great a clearance between 
the lifter and the push rod will cause 
this trouble. The remedy is obviously 
the reduction of the clearance to the 
■correct distance and this should be 
done while the engine is heated, in 
which condition the valves necessarily 
operate. 
< iccasionally noise in the valve mech­ 
anism is caused by the lifter being 
loose In its guide. 
To locate this 
trouble the entire lifter assembly will 
have to be removed. 
A worn lifter 
will have to be replaced, though in 
some cases the guides may be sprung 
slightly, so that they will grip the lifter 
more tightly, und this eliminates the 
trouble. 
Replace Worn Cams. 
Another possible location of noise is 
at the cam, between vvhVh and the fol­ 
lower there rimy be too much clear­ 
ance. 
Replacing the worn parts will 
usually eliminate the trouble. 
Worn 
valve stems or guides may also cause 
noise and the removal of the valve 
springs will enable one to locate noise 
at this point. There should be no Side 
play of the stem In its guide and if this 
condition is found to exist bushings 
should be fixed in tim guide or a new 
valve with an oversize stem should be 
installed. 
While the valve system is the com­ 
monest point of noise troubles in an 
engine, it Is not the sole location 
where this trouble may arise. 
The 
bearings in an engine are of such con­ 
struction as to require copious lubri­ 
cation, or they will burn and flatten 
out, with a knock as Hie result. 
The 
ordinary remedy Is to take up tile bear­ 
ings by removing tile shims between 
tho two halves or trim the metal from 
the removable part of the bearing. In 
doing this, care must be taken to see 
that tile bearing touches tile shaft all 
around without being too tight. 
Gauging Valve Clearance. 
I 
In making valve clearance adjust­ 
ments, drivers are ofjen deceived Into 
thinking that they have set Hie clear­ 
ances at the minimum by reason of tile 
tappet head having a central ’crater, 
which has been formed by tile con­ 
s 'ant hammering contact between the 
tappet and the valve stem. 
It Is desirable that a tappet head In 
this condition should have this crater 
removed by filing or grinding away 
the surrounding surface. 
This treat­ 
ment is advisable not only to enable 
clearances to be gauged correctly, but 
also 
for 
the 
reason 
that, 
in 
the 
.•use of a well-worn engine of which 
the valve guides have become oval, j 
• the valve may occasionally be belli 
off its seat when it bas lengthened 
owing to high engine temperatures, 
because it may’ then be beld up through j 
resting on the unworn surface of the 
tappet head. 
When this happens— 
(usually at high 
engine speeds—tile 
loss of compression occurring may not i 
| be noticed by a falling off of engine 
power, but the failure of a valve to | 
reach its seat firmly will certainly re­ 
sult In the grinding-in process becom­ 
ing necessary earlier and more Ire 
quently titan should be the case. 


Flashlight Holder

to attach two clamps of an appropriate 
size to the dash umler the hood to hold 
this flashlight. In this way tile opera­ 
tor always knows where lo look for the 
lamp when he needs it and saves him­ 
self the trouble of pawing through the 
tool box for it. 


Hints Worth Remembering 
in Care of Motorcars 


The idea that a motorist la Justified 
in neglecting the appearance of th# 
car, provided he spends his spare mo­ 
ments keeping it in good mechanical 
condition, is exploded by the fact that 
keeping the car internally right is al­ 
ways a result of keeping it externally 
fit. 
Any driver who polishes a bood 
Is bound to s-e more mechanical thing# 
to be done than the man who think# 
he can work without first removing 
the dirt. The best'-cared-for cars, me­ 
chanically, are those that Look it ex­ 
ternally. 
The flickering of the oil pressure 
gauge when descending a steep hill ie 
simply due to oil in the crankcase flow­ 
ing away from the oil pump in cases 
where It is located at the rear of the 
engine. There is no particular danger 
If tile pressure is affected in this way, 
since the engine Is usually not under 
its own power In descending such hill# 
and, therefor#, does not need a con­ 
stant high pressure of oil to its bear­ 
ings. 
Are a1! your cylinders firing pquper- 
ly? 
If not, you are wasting gasoline 
and filling the dead cylinder with oil 
which will carbonize when you get It 
firing again. 
Give the engine a little 
more gas while idling and open the pet 
cocks to look for flame. 
If no flame 
spurts out the cylinder is dead. 
If you have no compression cocks 
learn how to use a screw' driver to 
short-circuit the spark plugs. 
If the 
engine slows down it is a live cylinder. 
If It does not afreet the running of the 
engine It is a dead cylinder. 
A careful inspection should frequent­ 
ly be made of bolts that are ctxistantly 
subjected to vibration and heavy rack­ 
ing stresses. 
The important bolts are 
those which support the clutch, the 
transmission and the forward end of 
the drive shaft. It Is especially neces­ 
sary, In the case of a new car, after 
it has been a thousand mile*3 to go 
over these bolts and Insure their tight­ 
ness. 
Driving cars one-handed Is a custom 
which deserves" the severest condem­ 
nation, since its elimination, accord­ 
ing to the traffic officials, would help 
reduce considerably the number of ac­ 
cidents placed to the debit of motor­ 
cars during the year. 
Now that the general use of autos 
weighing only 1,000 pounds is prophe­ 
sied, we assume the motorcycle cop 
of the future will halt the speeder by 
tripping up his car. 
Failure to remove the accumulation 
of dirt under a fender may result In 
“rusting through.” 
lf a fender is not 
very strong, and lf chippcd-off bits of 
•namil on the outside are not prompt­ 
ly touched up with black enamel, the 
fender will shortly resemble a Swiss 
cheese.

Bacon, accordingly, set his servant to

At the end of the first 
half hour the servant heard the head 
exclaim: “Time is” ; at the end of the 
second half hour, “Time was,” and at 
the end of the third half hour, “Time’s 1 
past” ; whereupon it fell with a loud 
crash and wus shattered to pieces. 
The servant neglected to call Bacon, 
thinking he would not care to be dis­ 
turbed for such a trifle, and thus the | 
knowledge necessary to build the bra­ 
zen wall was never acquired, 
This belief In the existence of a talk­ 
ing brazen head was widely spread in 
the Middle ages. 
Gerbert, a French 
churchman, is auld to have made such 
a head; and Albertin Magnus Is al­ 
leged to have constructed an an ti re 
man of brass.—Kansas City filar.

For some ten days after the litter 
is born the sow requires a good deal 
of detailed attention. 
It is during this 
period that the pigs get their start in 
life and the care and feed given their 
mother determines to a large extent 
whether this start is good or had. Once 
past the ten day mark, however, the 
problem is pretty much one of feed­ 
ing the sow for m axim um milk flow. 
After the ^ fter reaches this age there 
is little nagger of their getting more 
milk from their mother than is good 
for them. 
The Nursing Period. 
This 
m arks tile beginning of the 
real nursing period and the ration of 
the sow will stand a change at this 
tine*. 
The rather light, cooling mix­ 
ture used to start on is not strong 
enough to stim ulate nor maintain the 
maximum milk 
flow 
which now be­ 
comes un important consideration. The 
feeding practice can also be altered to 
include a third feeding. 
It lins been 
found that three feeds ti day to a heav­ 
ily milking sow gives somewhat bet­ 
ter results than where the feeding is 
done only morning and night. 
The 
instigation of tin third feeding at this 
time may also simplify the question 
of the ration change. 
As already suggested, the sow now 
needs 
more 
heavy, 
milk-producing 
stuffs, and nothing fills this hill bet­ 
ter than ear corn. 
When the time 
comes to make the change in the ra­ 
tion it can lie done very simply by 
giving the sow ear corn at noon. 
In 
other words, the regular slop feed giv­ 
en morning and night is not changed 
either in kind or amount, the increase 
and change being affected by using a 
noon feeding of ear corn. 
Six average 
oars of corn will add about two pounds 
of grain to the daily allowance and 
one has but to watch the sow when 
this is fed to be convinced that she 
relishes it. 
Furthermore, corn is an 
excellent 
milk 
producer* 
carrying 
pound for pound more energy-produ *- 
ing products than any other common 
hog feed. 
It is not to lie inferred that six ears 
of co.-i at noon in addltlorr-to the -ex 
pounds of . on I fed in the regular slop 
feeds will suffice throughout Hie nurs­ 
ing period. 
T h is i> simply tile first a l­ 
lowance which in itself does increase i 
the feed some two pounds per day. 
A 
big sow nursing a dozen blicky pigs 
will need further increases as time 
goes on. These n m ls will he Indicated 
and governed by her appetite though 
ordinarily a total daily allowance of 
12 pounds of meal or its equivalent 
will be found sufficient for most i»- 
d h id ti alt. 
These subsequent increases 
should 
lie proportional 
in all 
three 
m eals and the corn should not be al­ 
lowed at any time to constitute more 
than one-third of the daily feed. 
When Corn Is Not Available. 
For Hie man who has no ear corn 
the problem is a little different in prac­ 
tice though the sam e in principle. Such 
feeds as hominy 
(yellow preferred), 
barley or rye will answ er the sam e 
j,'purpose a s corn though not quite as 
efficiently. 
When these feeds are to 
be used they should be ground where 
necessary and added to the regular 
meal mixture In amounts up to one- 
tlilrd of the total mixture. 
The noon 
feeding under this plan will be a slop 
feed, the total day’s allowance being 
divided Into three equal feeds. 
In addition to the meal, don’t forget 
to keep fresh water before the sow at 
all times- 
T his is quite Important for 
sows In milk. 
It Is well to make Hie 
slop rather thick and then provide the 
drinking water separately. 
A sow ’s 
thirst is variable from day to day, and 
It is next to Impossible to gauge how j 
much she will want. 
If ber w ater Is , 
all included In the slop, there Is a 
chance for too much or too little drink 


being supplied on ti

Aluminum Tram cart 
One of the electric tram w ays com­ 
panies of Sw itzerland has built c a rt 
of aluminum. 
One reason for using 
th li m etal la th a t the weight of the 
car Is much lessened and another point 
is th a t the painting of the car lasts 
much longer, says the Hallway Age. 
It was found th a t cars built with 
Iron plates soon showed rusting and 
the paint suffered much from this. In 
Zurich, where 
the method is 
being 
tried, this is an Im portant point, as 
the cars are pain ted in a light color. 
In the first place th e m etal was used 
for the roofs of the cars, and the re­ 
sult was so satisfactory by reason of 
the absence of ru st th at it w as de­ 
cided to go fu rth er and to employ It 
for the body covering of the car and 
p a rt of the flooring. 
A metal known 
as duralum inum is used and it has a 
small amount of copper added so as to 
m ake it harder.
